LIVE BABY FOR BAIT. 


Bakutus .of the Congo Have Success 
fully Resisted White Man, 


T> bait spring guns and man traps 
with live babies seems to be a regular 
device with the simple Co forest 
tribes, who know that the white man 
cannot bear to hear an infant cry. 
‘This peculiarity was discussed recent 
ly before the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety in London by Mr. KE. Torday, 
who with Mr. Hilton Simpson and 
Mr. Norman Hardy, made an expedi- 
tion between October, 1907, and Sep- 
tember, 1909, ‘to investigate the na- 
tive tribes in the Kasai Basin, in the 
centre of the Belgian Congo. 

The Bakutu, said he, were almost 
the only tribe of this region who had 
been successful up to the present in 
resisting the advance of the white 
man. This was due to their skill in 
forest warfare. The way leading to 
their village was defended by poisoned 
spikes hidden by leaves. 

They used bows and arrows set like 
traps in the form of primitive spring 
guns, and they used the baby bait be- 
cause they knew the European. would 
be unable to resist the temptation to 
pick up an apparently abandoned 
child. The poison they used was abso- 
lutely deadly. 

When Mr. Torday, after the expedi- 
tion had been. saved from death by a 
toy elephant, tried an old-fashioned 
conjuring trick, and so got the tribe 
to volunteer to carry their loads to 
the next village in safety, he threat- 
ened to set fire to the river, and, as 
a beginning, lit up a little spare whis- 
key. This convinced the natives that 
the white men were able to destroy 
anything, and they were naturally 
very keen to get rid of the magician. 

The clockwork elephant came into 


| play through a difficulty in respect of 


currency. The territory of the Bakon- 
vo had never before been crossed by 
white men. The coinage of the tribe 
takes the form of bars of iron weigh- 
ing two pounds, and valued.in Eng- 
lish money at exactly sevenpence. 

When the peonle heard that the 
travelers’ stock of iron was nearly fin- 
ished, they began to’ show hostility. 
Mr. Torday explained that 

The chief brought about the climax 
by ostentatiously stealing our chick- 
ens, and this was, of course, a declar- 
ation of war. We were not in an easy 
situation, for though we could have 
held our own in the event of a breach 
of the peace, we. should have had to 
fight our way back to civilization. 

At length a less important chief 
ave them the means of an escape 
rom the difficulties. After the theft 
of the chickens, he same and explain- 
ed that he had no Wad intentions him- 
self, but that the great chief had de- 
cided to kill them. Said the lecturer: 

“T replied that if he wanted war he 
could have it, and I would slay all 
his people with my elephant. Fortun- 
ately, among the many objects which 


| we carried about with us was a clock- 
| work elephant, which was capable of 


waving its trunk and humming and 
walking along.” 

Relying on the imagination of the 
negro, I proposed to show him my ele- 
hant. Mr. Hilton Simpson according- 
y took him before my tent, which [ 
entered.

METAL MONEY. 


The Greeks Started Coining Long Be- 
fore the Christian Era. 

The invention of coinage is due to 
the Greeks, most probably to the bank- 
ers of Halicarnassos and adjacent 
Asia Minor Greek colonies, who to- 
ward the end of the eighth ceutury 
B. C. began stamping the smail goid 
and electron ingots which passed 
through their hands as currency with 
a mark of some sort intended to guar- 
antee the weight and purity of the 
metal. Such ingots very soon assumed 
a round and more regular shape, which 
we find already in the older silver 
coins from Aegina,nearly contemporary 
with the Asia Minor “beans.” 

Curious to say, none of the surround- 
ing peoples with whom the Asiatic and 
European Greeks were in constant 
communication, political or commer- 
cial, took up the wonderful invention 
which at present seems to us of such 
obvious necessity that we scarcely 
realize how the civilized world of old 
can ever bave got on without it. Asa 
matter of fact, however. neither the 
Phoenicians, with their practical com- 
mercial sense, nor the Lydians nor the 
Persians, who claimed the supremacy 
over the vety cities where the new 
currency was initiated, nor, of course, 
the Egyptians, ever had coinage till the 
conquests of Alexander disseminated 
the Greek civilization all through the 
eastern world. 

The Romans came to know of it 
through the Greek cities in Sicily and 
Magna Graecia and began striking sil- 
ver coins toward the beginning of the 
third century B. C. In the meantime 
with the Greeks die sinking, like ev- 
erything else, had fallen within the 
domain of art, and their coins, above 
all those struck during the fifth and 
fourth centuries B. C. by the Dorians 
of Sicily at Syracuse and Agrigentum, | 
have never been equaled and remain 
forever a standard of beauty for the 
artist and a model of perfection for

A FAMOUS BANKNOTE. 


The One That Cruikshank Drew and 
the Crowds it Drew. 

One day about the year 1818 George 

Cruikshank was passing Newgate on 


ne] his. way to the exchange when, seeing 


a crowd collected, he went forward to 
learn what was the matter and saw 
that it was the execution of several 
men and women. He was horrified at 
the spectacle and on inquiring learned 
that the woman was being hanged for 
passing counterfeit one pound notes. 
He learned also that this punishment 
was quite a common thing. even 
though the poor wretches often sinned 
in ignorance, being the dupes of men 
who sent them to buy some trifies and 
return the change to them. Wrung 
with pity and with shame, Cruikshank 
went home and immediately, under the 
inspiration of bis feeling, sketched a 
grotesque caricature of a banknote 
He called it a bank restriction note— 
not to be imitated. He represented on 
it a place of execution, with spaces 
about filled in witb halters and mana-

The crowds 
grew so great that the street was 
blocked, and the mayor bad to send 
soldiers to clear it| Hone realized over
